| LETTER FROM TAHOE. 


| TRAVEL FOR THE SUMMER SEASON 
STOPPED -ITEMs ABOUT 
THE LAKE. 
Echoes From the Tourist Seaton, and 
Notes of the Lake's Attractions. 


Editor Gazette ‘:—Tourist travel for 
the season at the lake has come toa 
stand-still. The’Grand Ce1tral Hotel 
and the Tahoe House at Tahoe City 
are empty, with the exception of a few 
straggiers who occasionally drop in. 
The Tallac House, formerly known as 
*Yanks,” the property of E. J. Bald- 
win, is alsoempty. The Lake Shore 
House, at Glenbrook, is still doing a 
good business with the mill and lum- 
ber men in that vicinity, ani probably 
will continue to do so fora month orsix 
weeks to come. The other houses 
about the lake are all closed, with 
the exception of Rowland’s, which 
will probably remain open all winter, 
for the accommodation of the fisher. 
men in that vicinity. The Hot Spriogs 
Ilotel, at one time one of the most 
popular resorts cn the shores of Lake 
l'ahoe, has not been open during the 
season, owing to the fact that the law 
has had its clutches on the property. 
It will probably be open next year, 
under the management of Sisson, 
4 Wallace & Co. ,which insures the trav: 
eling public one more place of interest 
to visit while making the tour of the 
lake. The most popular resorts on 
the lake the past season have been the 
Grand Central, at Tahoe City, and the 
Tallac House, the tormer probably 
taking the lead owing to its fine fish- 
ing grounds and the number of boats 
there for the accommodation of guests. 
The Minnie Moody, the largest and 
best fitted sail boat on the lake, has 
made its headquarters at Tahoe City 
this season, and any day during the 
past two months its white sails could 
be seen at different parts of the lake, 
with pleasure and fishing parties 
aboard. Next seasun Captain Jaines 
Powell, master of this boat, expects 
to put a fast sailer on the lake, and in 
connection with Frank Holt and 
others, is engaged in the construction 
of a wharf 400 feet in length, which 
extends into the lake just back of 
Campbell’s, opposite the Big Bonanza 
saloon. The steamer Gov. Stanford 
was ‘ast spring overhauled and thor- 
oughly refitted, and the past season, 
with Lloyd Hawthorne as_ business 
manager and Joe Pomin as Captain, 
has been the only passenger and ex- 
cursion boat on the lake. The Niagara, 
heretofore a passenger and U. S. mail 
boat, has been fitted up as a tug, and 
the past year has been towing barges 
from the different wood and logging 
camps to the mills at Glenbrook. The 
fast iron boat the Meteor, property of 
D.L. Bliss, is also engaged ia the same 
business, while the Truckee, at one 
time the strongest tug boat on the 
lake, lies at its break water,condemned 


| by the boiler and hull inspectors. The 


Transit, owned by John McKinney, 
has had its own way among the sail 
boats this year, without a rival as to 
fast saiiing and trim rigging,the Fleeter 
having been hauled on the shore of 
Emcrald Bay for repairs. 

The narrow gauge railroad at Glen- 
brook has been the means of cunvey- 
ing 60,000 cords of wood to the sum- 
mit of the mountains on the east of 
Tahoe, from whence it is flumed to 
Carson, and before the close of the 
summer's work will land 20,000 addi- 
tional cords at the top of the moun 
tains. The lumber run will be about 
15,000,000 feet. At Crystal Bay the 
timber is fast disappearing. The Si- 
erra Wood and Lumber Co., Capt. J. 
B. Overton, Superintendent, have con- 
trol of this property, and by means of 
an incline railroad, with double track 
and endless wire cable, expect to hoist 
49,000 cords of wood to a point 1,000 
feet above the level of the lake and 
flume it from thence to Lakeview on 
the V.& T. R. R. In one place the 
flume runs through a tunnel 4,000 
feet inlength. Marlette & Folsom 
have the contract of cutting the 40,000 
cords of wood, and at this date have 
about 30,000 cords piled along side of 
the track and in the woods. 

The season has, on the whole, been 

a very profitable one for hotel keep- 
ers, boatmen, fishermen, etc. But 
very few stock men have had their 
stock ranging close to the lake this 
year, notwithstanding the fact that 
the feed was excellent. At Idlewild 
several cottages have been erected this 
year, ope very pretty one by Mr. 
Birdsall of Sacramento. Mr. McCon- 
nell, who owns the property in that 
section, is also constructing a neat 
summer residence. Idlewild is one 
of the prettiest places on the lake and 
has been visited this season by large 
numbers of sy a. and Sacra- 
mento people. tel hic line 
haben Treabes and Siuse- bas been 
closed rs next year, and the oper- 
ator, Joseph Blakely, returned to his 
home in Virginia. A.J. Bayley, pro- 
reagopd of the aied Central, reports 
business as profitable this. year and 
will of course be on hand to open next 
Grand Central and Tal- 


OUTLET AND SOURCE. 


The Violent Rise and Peacefal End of 
the Truckee River. 


The Truckee river must always be 
an object of interest to everyone who 
sees it. From its very beginning, far 
above the rocky barks of Tahoe,where 
it falls in saow flakes upon the roc'ty 
summits of the Sierra, as it trickles 
down among the trees in a thousand 
tiny rills to its fountain head in the 
beautiful mountain lake, as it tears 
its way among the rocks for nearly a 
hundred miles, and, as it at last sinks 
into Pyramid to be again absorbed in 
the thin and spongy air, from which 
it originally came, it is a striking 
and beautiful object. Probably a 
thousand people have seen the upper 
end of the river for every one that has 
visited its mouth at the head of Pyra- 
mid lake. ' Water could hardly be put 
inte more contrasting shapes than it 
as it tambles out of Tahoe, and when 
it sinks with a grand and peaceful 
sweepinto Pyramid. At its upper 
end it is harnessed in to serve the lum- 
ber manufacture, with a narrow gate 
opening in the center of a stropg dam 
that could easily choke it off entirely 
if closed. For the first fifty miles the 
fall is nearly sixty feet to the mile,but 
below that it decreases, and as its 
channel gradually assumes a horizon- 
tal, its current loses its swiftness, 
its banks widen, its volume increases 
and its rocky bed is hidden beneath a 
calm and uocruffled surface. For sev- 
eral miles above its mouth a grove of 
cottonwood trees line its banks, and 
in the last mile or two heavy clumps 
of willows afford

While fishing. The river empties in- 
to a handsome bay on the castern side. 
A wide flat runs back a half a mile or 
so on both banks to a range of sand- 
hills,still back of which rise the bluffs. 
The flat isundvubtedly the growth of 
long ages of time. The rings of fresh 
debris along the shore show that the 
lake is rapidly falling. Great beds of 
saw dust, acres in extent, lie several 
feet above the present water line, and 
others out in the lake just touch the 
surface of the water. Several whole 
trees lie bedded in the sand where 
they were carried by floods from the 
forests above, where they once reigned 
as monarchs. They have lain bleach- 
ing in the sun so long that every ves- 
tige of bark has disappeared,and their 
shining trunks and dry branches look 
as though they were petrified Quite 
a delta is working its way out into the 
lake through which the river dis- 
charges. A beautiful stretch of mead- 
ow land runs back, and a few scatter- 
ing trees add to the beauty of the 
scene. e
